Nevada City, California, is the county 
seat of Nevada County. It is situated on 
the western slope of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and on the north side of that 
branch of the Southern Pacific railroad 
commonly known as the Central Pacific, 
and at an altitude of 2,500 feet above sea 
level. It has a population of 4,000 people 
and is the strategic center of that portion 
of the state in which it is located. 

As an interior city, it is strictly up-to- 
date. The main business streets are paved 
with asphalt, the residence streets are 
macadamized, it has a complete sewage 
system and owns its own water supply 
plant. 

Nevada City has excellent’ schools. 
The grammar grades have a daily attend- 
ance of 500, and the high school, which is 
a modern concrete building, has capacity 
for 200. The high school is fully accredit- 
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ed at the Universities of California and

The Nevada County court house locat- 
ed in this city is a three story building, 
substantially a fire proof structure, that 
cost over $150,000. It is commodious and 
convenient and fitted up with modern steel 
furnishings. 


CHURCHES—LODGES 


The churches are represented by the 
Methodist, Episcopal, Congregational, 
Catholic and Christian Science. Each has 
a large membership. 

All the fraternal orders are represent- 
ed by strong lodges. The Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Foresters and Elks have commo- 
dious and up-to-date buildings. The Elks’ 
home would be a credit to any large in- 
terior city and has a strong membership of 
live, hospitable Elks. 

There is also an enthusiastic and ef- 
fective volunteer fire department. The 
water system is under a heavy gravity 
pressure, with numerous fire hydrants. It 
has a Gamewell fire alarm system and is 
also provided with a modern 90-horsepower 
motor propelled hose wagon and chemical 
engine. It can only be surpassed by a 
highly efficient paid department.

Among the business firms may be men- 
tioned two large banks, wholesale and re- 
tail grocers, drygoods stores, shoe stores, 
clothing emporiums, hardware companies, 
numerous hotels including one of the best 
in the state, a large foundry, breweries, 
bottling works, live newspapers, jewelry 
stores, millinery establishments, candy 
stores, modern steam laundry, three cigar 
factories, skating rink, theatre and moving 
pictures shows, assay offices, two garages, 
district headquarters for the United States 
Forest Service—these being the more im- 
portant business establishments. 


CLIMATE 


The climate is ideal. While the air 
is dry, it is not subject to the extremes 
found in other sections. Fogs are practic- 
ally unknown. The mean annual preci- 
pitation is 56 inches which is distributed 
over seven months of the autumn, winter 
and spring. 

The temperature is very moderate. In 
the summer, the heat during the daytime 
is not excessive, while the nights are cool 
and conducive to sleep. During the win-

ter months the days are pleasant and the 
nights are not severe. The range of tem- 
perature is shown by the following: 
Mean Max. Mean Min. 
Summer months 90 degrees 49 degrees 
Winter months 50 degrees 30 degrees 
The general health is good, the death 
rate is very low, while deaths from such 
diseases as diphtheria and typhoid fever 
are practically unknown, owing to the per- 
fect drainage and an excellent water sup- 
ply. 


RAILROADS 


Nevada City is the terminus of the 
Nevada County Narrow Gauge railroad, 
which connects with the Southern Pacific 
at Colfax. The Nevada County Traction 
company, which maintains an electric road 
from Nevada City to Grass Valley, makes 
hourly trips.

Nevada City it is probable that nearly one 
half of the total gold product of California 
has been produced, and that in this area 
there yet remains more gold to be mined 
than in all the remainder of California 
combined. 

Nevada City is the center of a net-work 
of quartz veins of value presenting possi- 
bilities for profitable operation by the 
smaller capitalist equal, if not superior, 
to any section of the whole world. Con- 
ditions under which mining operations can 
ke conducted are ideal in climate, labor, 
supplies, transportation, ete. The veins 
are deep-seated and the ore shoots are of 
good size and value. 


The widths of the veins run from a few 
inches to four and five feet. The values 
‘range from $6 to $40 per ton, while the 
costs of mining vary from $4 to $8 per ton. 
We have a local custom cyanide plant, 
which, together with reasonable railroad 
rates to the smelters, affords an economic 
method of treating the sulphide concen- 
trates. 

The auriferous gravel deposits are the 
largest in the world. Their great gold 
content, amounting to more than $100,- 
000,000, is itself a potentiality that will

FARMING 


While mining has been the chief re- 
source of Nevada City, fruit growing is 
steadily coming to the front. During the 
past the great trouble has been the trans- 
portation problem. This has been solved 
today with the improved methods and 
rates. 

All kinds of temperate climate fruits 
grow to perfection around the city—the 
pears, apples, peaches and walnuts cannot 
be surpassed anywhere. 





Dairying is fast becoming an important 
industry of the section. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that there is not pro- 
duced in this section 10 per cent of the 
butter or pork consumed in this commu- 
nity. The principal creamery, owned by 
Nevada City people, distributed $25,000 
among the farmers during 1914. The 
annual income amounts to $100 per acre 
for the land devoted to this industry. 
Lands for farming under irrigation canals 
can be had around Nevada City for $20 
to $100 per acre. 


Most communities, when showing up 
their resources to prospective home seek- 
ers, have to look to the great east as the 
market for the products they would raise. 
In that market the products are in com- 
petition with those of other parts of the 
nation and when sold a large part of the 
price has to be paid for railroad transpor- 
tation. Nevada City today imports nearly 
all of its food products which should be 
raised here. With the mines and other 
industries a fine home market is offered 
to anyone who has adequate means, under- 
stands the business and comes here to 
supply it with farm and dairy products.

POWER AND WATER 


Electric power and water is supplied 
by the Pacific Gas and Electric company 
to the immediate vicinity of Nevada City. 
The power is produced from the company’s 
large system of reservoirs and plants in 
and near the county, and is further con- 
nected through its gridiron system with 
its steam plants located near tide water 
in the Valley. Stoppages in the supply of 
power are therefore very rare. The com- 
pany’s system of canals surrounds Nevada 
City and affords a constant supply for irri- 
gating purposes. 

Heading at Nevada City, the Excelsior 
Water and Mining company has a system 
of canals which furnish water to the farms 
at a lower elevation. 

Nevada City is located in the belt of 
the heaviest precipitation in the _ state. 
Within the section there are numerous re- 
servoirs which supply water not only to 
this seetion, but to adjoining counties as 
well. 

It is also a fact that but a small per- 
centage of the rainfall is utilized. The 
vast volume of run-off still awaits the 
people who will utilize it. Ordinarily in 
the arid regions it takes 1,000 acres of 
water shed to irrigate one acre. Here 
around Nevada City the run-off is so great 
that one acre will produce enough water 
to irrigate two acres. It is possible in this 
section for a man, under favorable condi- 
tions, to impound the water that falls upon 
his own land and irrigate his own fields, 
and at the same time be independent of the 
water companies.

snowy crags on the-south, covering an 
area of 22 counties—this presents a view 
to inspire one with the grandeur of Cali- 
fornia. 
Nevada City therefore presents a large 
area for development, whose unlimited 
natural resources are barely touched. As 
the strategic center it encourages the de- 
velopment of the entire county, which in 
turn redounds to its benefit.
